S I do not write this Preface in order to praife the 
i Study of Medals, or to inftruft the Reader in the 

] Knowledge of them, both becaufe there are akeady 

feveral Volumes publUhed of this kind, and thofe by 
, Men of the greateft Proficiency in this Art; fo 1 

fliall content my felf in this place, to let the Reader 
^ know the Reafon why I undertake this Work, how 

■ ■ I intend to carry it on, and the End I propofe in it, 

ndth other things that have relation to it. 

Firft then, what principally inclined me to imdertake this Work, 
•was a natural Genius to it, which grew up with me from my Infancy 
■at R(»ne, my native Country ; and as that City abounds with the Re- 
•mains of Latin and Greei Antiquities, as well as the choiceil modem 
ones, fo when I had accuftomed my felf fome time to this curious 
Study, I found my Inclination to it inereafe in proportion as my 
JCnowledg^ improved. But knowing mty Circumibmces would hot 
allow me to be at the Expence of a proper Colleton of Medals, I 
endeavoured to come to the underftanding of them with the beft 
Convenience I could; and therefore when myProfeflion of Mufick 
Jjere in London gave me Leifure, I began, by means of fome Know- 
ledge I have in Drawing, to delineate all the good ones I could any 
where meet with, that Dy their Copies I -might gain the fame Judg- 
jnent concerning them, which the Ori^als themfelves could give 
me. 

Having made fome Sketches, which my Friends, who underftood 
«his Art, were pleafed to approve o^ I then with greater Eagemefs 
■was de&ous to proceed farther; and therefore endeavoured to etch 
-fome ; and tho' at firft I was perfeftly ignorant of the true manner, as 
-not- luving feen any Body do it, yet wbea with great Indultry I had 
A I applied 
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The P RE F AC E. 

applied my felf to it, I began to entertain Hopes I might improre k 
toM of farther ufe to me. 

Forafmuch then as the Knowledge of Medals has been the favourite 
Study of all Parts of Eur^e, and feeing it has been in fo great E> 
fleem from the Time of Tra/an the Emperor, that the ancient Ima- 
ges of ~ their illuftrious Men, which we lee ftampt upon their Coin^ 
have been as carefully treafured up, as their mofl precious Jewels, ac- 
cording to Suetonius, who thus fpeaks of Auguftus : Thurinum cognom 
minatum Jatis cert a frobatione tradiderim, na&us fuerilem imaguncu- 
lam ejus uream veteram, ferrets ac ftne jam exolefcentibus liter is, 
hoc nomine infiriftam : qua dono a me 'Princifi data, inter cuSicularet 
colitur. By which Words we may clearly diftmguifh, that Suetonius 
has made the fame ufe of this Image of Auguftus, wtuch we now do 
of Medals, to correft, explain, and give Authority to Hiftory. tliis 
is the Reafon why they are fo much admired by Kincs, Princes, and 
all Men of Letters, and that for thefe two hundred Years pafl {Bent- 
bus and Sadoletus being the firft that difcovered their advantagious 
ufes) moil Men of Learning have been curioufly fond of making 
Colleftions of them : And hence it is fo many Books have been akea- 
dy publifhed concerning the Cabinets of Italy, France, Germany, 
HoUand, Flanders, and other Parts. .England alone remained un- 
fearched by Antiquaries, or, to fpeak more properly, the hidden Trea- 
fures of this happy Ifland have never yet oeen made publick : This 
Confideration induced me to examine fome of the moft celebrated 
Cabinets in London ; amongil thefe I found a great Number of Me> 
dids utterly unknown by thofe who treated of that Subjedi, with ma- 
ny other things either not inferted in any Catalogue, or but very im- 
perfe^y, viz, feveral Brafs Statues, Gems, Intaglias, Bulls of Mar- 
ble, Idols, Urns, Infcriptions, ^c. which for Brevitj^'s fake I AaU 
{»fs over, and that becaufe there are fo many, that are able to fiimi^ 
whole Vohimes, which may be of ufe to Antiquaries, and all the Ri&- 
publick of Letters. 

This Refledion incourag'd me with the utmofl Application to 
draw, etch, defcribe, and print thefe Volumes, begimung with Me- 
dals; and I think I may with Reafon call the whole Work The 
British Treasury, fince nothing will be taken notice of, but 
what is to be found in dbis Kingdom. 

But before I would venture to go very far in a Work of this Nature* 
I thought it neceifary to confult my late Lord Hallifax, whom I had 
the Honour to ferve, with an annual Penfion ; a Nobleman whofe 
Birth, as well as moil lively Wit and folid Judgment, entitled him to 
the principal Imployments at Court; one whofe diflinguiihing Judg- 
ment was always courted by the Learned, in what concerned either, 
their Poetical or Political rerformances. To this MecanasfA Arts 
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and Sciences I beg'd Leave with Humility to exprefs my Ideas, and 
with Pleafure I found, he feemcd to approve not only of my Defign ; 
but; as he always confulted, like a true Patriot, the Glory of his 
Country, he could not bear that fo many Rarities, which tend both 
to the Honour of this Kingdom, and to the Improvement of Learnin 
in it^ fhould lye as it were dormant ; and therefore he laid his ffai^ 
Commands upon me to continue what I had begun, promiiing me 
AiTiftance and Protedion till the Whole ihould be finiihed. Buther^ 
alas! Death,,, envious of my good Fortmie, foon bereaves me of my 
Patron ; a Lofs the more to be lamented by m^ in that it left me but 
findl Hopes of ever regaining fo good a Mailer ; a Lofs which I may 
jufily fay would have been mfupportable to me, had not Providence 
loon after placed me in the Family of the good and generous Earl of 
Caruarvan ; where, tho' his Lordihip's Kindneft to me does not make 
me forget the Obligations I owe to the Memory of my deceafed Lord» 
yet fo many frefh ones are and have been confer'd upon me> that I 
ihall never toilet the prefent ones. 

-The Britijh Treafury of Greek and Latin Antiquities is divided 
into four Parts, called Cabinets. 

The Firft, // i\r«xmMritf, contains all the Medals that are to be found 
in the Cabinets of En^kmd^ and will make three good Volumes, or 
more ; of which this is the fii% and concerning which I ihaQ fpeak 
more hereafter. 

The Second, // Gemmario, will contain all the ancient Gems, vul* 
sarly called Intaglios. I am not at prefent able to make an exa A 
Judgment of. their precife Quantity, as not having fufficiently exa* 
imned what is ibidly neceflary to compleat this Part. 

The Third, // Statuario, will contam the ancient Statues of Maf- 
hie and Brafs, with the antique Bufls. • 

The Fourth, and Laft, being Mfcellaneous, will mclude Weighty 
Rings, Uteniils for Sacrifices, Lamps, Urns, Infcriptions, ^c. of which 
Care ihall be taken that Qone ihall be inferted that have ever been pub* 
lifhed before ; and even of thefe I ihaD chufe only fuch as are moil 
coniiderable, being unwilling to carry on this Work any farther than 
what may be ufeml, or worthy of being known ; the Whole to be 
ilhiifaratea with ihort^ exaft, and particular Annotations. 

I ihall now fpeak concerning the Nummario, which is the firit that 
comes out. 

Each Volume bedns with the Grecian Medals of Kings, Heroes* 
Cities, t$c, after thete will follow the Confular ones, and then the Im- 
perial both Greek and Latiny never yet printed,, beginning with JuSi* 
Its C^efoTy and defcending lower than the Empire of Jufiiuian i the 
Whole b^og reduced to an exaft Chronological Order. 

Now, 
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Now, the better to efFeft this, I am obli^d to make each Volume a 
Supplement to the other, it beiM impoffible to carry on an €xaft 
Chronological Series of all the JMedals in each Book, becauie they 
are fo very variously diiipofed of in different Parts of the Kingdom ; 
for indeed if fo, I muft have been obliged to^ have engraven all the 
Medals in En^landy before I could have printe4 as much as one Vo- 
lume: But this would have ill agreed with the pr effing Jnftances of 
my Friends, who continually have urged me to conimit the Work to 
the Prefs; nor would it better fatisfy thofe who have contributed to- 
wards the Expence of this Undertaking, becaufe they are not a little 
inclinable to mink their Money ill laid out, when they muft wait fo 
long before any Part of it comes into their Hands. Hence it islam 
forced to put out this Volume in an Ordqr lefs exa6l than I propofed 
atfirft; however this unavoidable Defeftwill be fufficiently fuppfied 
in the third, in which rfliall make a Table of all the Medals contain- 
ed in each Volume in fo jiift a Chronological Order, that an eafy Re- 
courfe may be had to the Pages of every Book where the Medals are 
to be found: And I am fure, whoever is acquainted with England^ 
muft pardon this Method of mine, fince it is caufed not fo much 
by my own Fault, as meer Neceffity, feeing the Cabinets are lodged 
in Places fo very diftaht from one another, and feeing the Medals 
are moftly in the Hands of Perfons engaged in Bufinefs of the great- 
eft Importance, which to my very creat Inconvenience will not fuffer 
them to attend my Enquiries, tno otherwife moft heartily difpofed 
to it. ' 

* A greater Confufion had ftill arofe, and the.ChronoIogical Order had 
beenTefs obferved,had I printed each Cabinet by it felf. But what need 
Ifear ? has not the learned Begems done the lame thing in his Trea- 
fure of Brandenburgh? nay , more, has he not intermixt Intaglios^ 
Statues, Medals, and other things in his three Volmnes in K>Iio ? 
tho' it was much eafier for him than me to have kept a regular or- 
der, becaufe.he defcribes but two Cabinet^in all, visi. that of the 
Eleftor Talatiney which was firft printed by it felf, to which he af- 
terwards added the other of the Eleftor of Brandenburgh ; whereas 
I undertake all the Cabinets of this great Kingdom. ^ Now Begems 
had the Applaufe of all the Virtaofi, nor have Lmet with fo much 

* as one who has blamed his Method. 

I muft intreat the Reader to obfervp, that tho' my Manper of Draw- 
ing and Engraving m^ not feem, at firft Sight, to he well defign'^, 
and contain fo much3eauty as is to be 'met with in Bopks of this 
Nature ; yet. this is a thing not to be dpjfoifed, feeing judicious An- 

* ticjuaries will find it to he rather Defign tnan Imperfeaion. 

r or when I fee the Engraving of the Arefcettanean Cabinet^ the 
M&daUions of the King w France^ and many others, it concerns me 

very 
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f^ oKich I €MBK)t difcover what Mettal of what Bignefs the Medal 
is of, whether it be well preferved, well or indfiFerently done : And 
indeed, tho' the Engraving be very neat, and carries fbme Refem- 
Wance in the Heads, yet I can't but think it a Fault, y^hen I perceive 
1^ Wofknaanihip ibr a long Series continued the fame ; and to {^^^ 
die Truths I fefta no greater Imprpvenient from thefe, than whi I 
gitiii from reading an us^rfed Catalogue of them. And certainly 
Steve ^Ues tefs mconvenience, and much greater Inibudion, from 
the Ufls of Cente Memzakarba, the Grecian and Latin Medals of. 
Dr. VMlUmti the Catalogue of die Qoeen of Swedett^ and many o» 
tb^sodf tibe fanie Nature, where few or none are engraven, thann-onv 
thofe Book$ v whofe beautiful Engravit^ are therefore blameable, 
becftufe they {prevent our making a true Judgment of them. 

In order to avoid this Inconvenience I was willing to e^refs not 
only the Qualitv of the Workmanfliip as well as I could, put even 
to giv^ the Meoals their real Marks, fuch as their Cracks, Corro- 
dings, Bracks m the Letters, and other Mifchances which Time and 
Accident have caijfed in them^ and whieh, tho* they render the En- 
graving \^ beautiful, are however good Arguments to the Judicious- 
of their beii^ true ones. And as this is a thing that has never yet 
been doiie, fo it can't but be of great ufe. 

Fable indeed delights and pleales Mens Fancies, but this is not ta 
be compar'd to the Advantage which arif(^s frcMn true Hiflory: i 
lKH>e the Publick will do me un& Juftice, to eileem mine the true and 
fidthfiH HiAory, whilfl: they view thofe, whofe Engravings are only 
t0 be admired for their Neatnefs, as fabulous Ornaments ; and tho* 
this Book of mine ntay want Eloquence in Expreffion, I am fure it 
is iincere in telling Truth. I hope likewife the Publick will excufe 
me where I may appear deficient, and receive kindly what is good in 
it, the Art of Ih*awmg and Enm^ving not havmg been my Profeflion; 
fltnd if I had employed an Aitu^ I ihould have publifli'd a Book oiUy 
l&e many others akeady printed» but not according to myfirft De> 

I have endeavoured to make the Head$ as Uke as pojQible ; and I 
am told by thofe who have feen the Originals, that I have fucceeded 
tolerably well in my Cc^ymg. Hence It was I undertook to engnive 
the Senies of the Kings of Syria^ which I took from feveral Cabi- 
ns becaufe when 1 had compared the Medals with the Engravings 
«f Dr. V4ittmty Ifcaroely found abpve three or four Heads at moA 
that had a juft Likenefs: And indeed I could hardly, pleafe my felf 
affirft with my owsi Performance, feeu^ ±e.Work is of fucn ex-^ 
tiuordnnry:Bea]]t^^ makes kexo?easL^. difficult exaf^y to copy 
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The Reader will find the Reafon to be very natural, why the 
Heads of the Roman Emperors, fiamp'd on the Greek Medals, bear 
but a fmall Likenefs, when he confiders dl the Arts in Greece^ at 
that Time, were very much declined ; and indeed, there are very 
feldom any Medals of the Emperors which have been ftruck in 
Greece that are tolerably well done. Now if the Judicious allow that 
thefe Medals are more efteemed on the Account of Inflrudion thaa 
Workmanihip, I hope it will not be blameable in me if I have co- 
py'd the Originals as exaftly as poifible, without makii^ any manner 
of Improvement in the Likenefe: However, that I might fatisfy thofe 
who are curious in Phyiiognomy, I have added to fome of thefe a 
Latin Head, which is allowed by every Body to have a juft Refem- 
blance, that they may be able to diflinguiih wherein the GreeA ones 
are defedive. 
• I ihall avoid as much as I can in my Notes any extravagant ConjeM* 
6lures, propofing to make no Reflexion at all, rather than tire the 
Reader wim idle Conceits. I ihall avoid likewife all fuperiluous Quo> 
tations, being unwilling to produce any other than diofe which with 
Bre\4ty, as well as Authonty, will firengthen and prove the Matter 
of Fan. Nor ihall I deliver my Opinions with any Frefumption, but 
fliall leave to every Body the Liberty of correoing and e3q>laining 
what he has better Authority for than my felf, being contented to o» 
pen the Way to every Bodv's better Enquiries; and if I may feem te- 
dious in explaining fome Medals, it will only be where it is impoilible 
to help it ; and wnen I meet with any Word, Nam^ HLftory, ®r. that 
has %cen explained by othfers, I fhaU only refer to the Place where it 
may be found, without fetting down the Paflaffe,as others I^ve done; 
chuiing rather to imitate the Brevity of Dr. PaiUanff than the pro- 
found and sounding Learning of Baron S^anbemf TrifioM of St. jf' 
moHtt and others. 

As to fome other Medals, which I was not capable to explain to 
my Muid, I have only ^ven a Defcription of them, leaving the reft 
to the Learned ; ana if they find any Explication of then^ or can 
corred me in what I have faid in refped otany others, I heaurtUy beg 
ihe Favour of them to fend their Refledions to me ; and when the 
whole Work is compleat, Illpiiat them which are wcHlh publiftkig 
in a Volume by themfelves. 

Tlie Reader will find added to my Reflexions feveral Obfervati- 
ons of very learned Gentlemen, as well upon thofe Medals which 
they have given me, as on others which for their own Pleafia^ and 
to ailiil me in this Work, they have made with very seat Esradnefs. 
Thefe I hope will nve Sati^iaion to the Readei^ as T am fore Aey 
do Honour to this Work. 

Being 
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Being unwilling to afcribc any Reputation to my felf, which belcwgs 
to others, I have added a Mark of JDiftinftion to each, whereby you 
xnay foe whofc Obfervation it is. And here I muft declare my felf ve- 
ry nappv in the Friendihip I have with the learned Mr. Majfon^ who 
has amfted me with feveral curious Obfervations, which for thefe many 
Years be has made upon ancient Coins in his frequ^it Travels, being 
fuUy acQuainted with almofl: all the Cabinets of Eurofe^ and particular- 
ly tnofe nere in Engkud. . His Obfervations have confirmed me in the 
Opinion, that this Kingdom, more than any other Country, abounds 
with a great Quantity of very rare and unknown IVfedals. 

I muS not forget to mention, that I have received Ukewife very 
great Affiliance from Signor Beneiietti^which indeed has been fo much 
the greater to me, in that he is a Gentleman without doubt of the 
moil difcerning Judgment in this kind of Study. *Twas he firil cauf- 
ed me to undertake this Work, and to him I owe the Defign, and o» 
ther Favours which his Modefly will not allow me to touch upon. 

I hope the Method I take in defcribing the Medals will n9t be un- 
acceptable to the Publick, wherein I prefume no Body before me has 
been more exaft ; for I do not only defcribe the Bignefe, as well as 
Thicknefs, the Quality of the Metal, the Varnifli with which it is 
covered, the Goodnefs, Perfedion, or Imperfedion of the Work ; 
but I declare too, when any of the Learned in this way miftruft a Me- 
dal's being true; if the Generality agree as to the Genuinefs of a Me- 
dal, and tnat one only is fufpicious of it, I ask Leave to fet down his 
ReafcflQS. When you meet with any Medals without any Reflections 
made upon them, you may be fure all the Learned agree upon th^ir ^ 
being true ones. It would have tended very much to the Advantage 
of Learning, if Strada^ Triftan^ Golzius^ Begems and others had 
done the fame thing, becaufe then fome of the Medals which are in 
tfe«ir Books, and which no Body clfe iiave ever been fo fcwtimate aSc 
to fee, would not have been fufpefted for fpurious. 

I muft now ihew the Method i take in colleding the Medals out of 
the Cabinets. And firil I fliall only take Notice of them which have 
never vet been printed, and which are neither to be found in the In- 
dex or Count Mezzabarboj nor in thofe of the Confular Families of 
the Greeks^ and the Colonies of Dr. Vatllant^ nor yet in his Ptolemies 
of Egypt and Kings of Syria ; thefe being the moft general and com- 
pleat Indexes yet extant : I only engrave and defcribe thofe that are 
moft confideraole, and catalogue the reft under thofe Emperors ta^ 
whofe Times they belong, that they may ferve for a Suf^ement to. 
the aforefaid Indexes, if ever they are reprinted. 

In the fecond Place, I include thofe Medals which are obferved but 
by i^vf ; thofe which do not juftly refemble the Heads they would re- 
prefent j thofe that are imperled on the Reverfe ; and fuch concernini 
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which I differ in Opinion from thofe who have writ of them be- 
fore. 

Thirdly, I engrave many of thofe which are counter-marked, that 
by comparing them with others of the fame kind, fome new Difco- 
veries may arife from them. 

If at any time I meet with a Medal that is very rare, has been well 

Ereferved, and has fomething inftrudlive in it, notwithftanding it may 
e regiftered, I neverthelefs take the Pains to engrave it, thmking it 
may not be difpleafing to the Publick to have it duly reprefented. I 
do not however think my felf obliged to engrave all of this kind, but 
only fuch as may tend to the better Imbellilhmenl; of this Work. 

1 take Pleafure likewife in doing; the Tunicky TufcaUy Theniciafty 
Terjtan^ ^c. Medals; and tho' we have not yet been able to under- 
ftand the Meaning of them, thefe forts of Medals are however not 
altogether unworthy of being preferved, as well as other precious 
things of thofe times which we fo much value: And this I have the 
rather chofe to do, becaufe there are not many of them, and fo can- 
not take up much of the learned Reader's Time about a thing fo un- 
known, and confequently of little Benefit to him. 

I have faid all I think necelTary in this Preface ; yet I can't help ad- 
ding this, that I efteem my felf very happy in being in England with 
this fort of Genius, where the moll curious Remains of Antiquity 
give me an Opportunity to publiih what may be of Service and Plea- 
nire to all the Learned in it. 

I have wrote this Book in Italian^ both becaufe I was better able to 
exprefs my felf in that than in any other Language, and that it is a 
Language pretty generally underftood by thofe who delight in the Stu- 
dy of Antiquity. 

If then I am fo happy as to find thefe Sheets kindly received by the 
Publick, but particularly by the Englijh Nation, whom I principally 
endeavour to ierve, and in honour of whom I undertake this diffii- 
cult and laborious Work, I (hall not fail, God willing, to put other 
Works to the Prefs, which by Time and Experience I hope will be 
made more perfeft than the prefent Undertaking, and which fliall be 
publifli'd with all poflible Expedition. Vale.

{as I have already faid in the Preface) which mtght give me Room to 
make fime Qbfervations on them. Ought I to leave out any one Medal 
which might give Light to Hiftoryy or that affords us any Inftruifiony 
enfy becaufe tt is feen in more Cabinets than one? and not infert my 
but fitch as are of great Value, or but one of a fort extant, though ve- 
ry little Benefit could be gathered from them! /, for my 'Part, re- 
fign fuch an Enterprize to thofe who make a vile Trade of it, and 
have no other Efleem for thefe Remains of Antiquity but Lucre af 
-Money they get ^ them ; my ^Delight being in admiring only thofe Me- 
dais which tnftruB me. And {give me Leave to osk) are thofe com- 
moH which are not regiftred fy thofe who have with great Tains eol~ 
Uifedfuch vafi Quantities out of all th^Xlabinits andmoks, in Europe, 
B z - ftj.

tomake thofi Indexes which we now h^ne anun^ nsf If thefi are 
common onesy which then are the rare ? I imagine yon more atftreet 
{^gentle Reader^ than to fnffofe yon fafakle of Homing me in this

I ought moreover to ietyou knowy that if the frefent Voktmefball 
any ways cotitent yoUy yon will be much more fatisfed with the y?-

An Account of the Weight of Gold and Silver^ according to 

the Cuilom of //tf /y and Eir^/^;/^: 

Having mentioned the ff^eight rf feme Medalsy Jo much ought to be 
^fervedy that the Value both of the one a$ul the other may be the 
more eafify comprehended for the better ^Underfianding of thefe Vo^ 
Jumes. 

The Italian fVeight of Gold and Silver is thus divided: A Mark 
contains 8 Ounces^ an Ounce xa Caraifs, a Carafi 14 Grains. 

The Engtiih fVeight of Gold and Siher ftunds thus : One Ounce 
contains 10 l^enny^wei^y and one Tenny^weighi contains 14 Grains. 

One Italian Marky which is S Ounces, anfiMrs to Ounces yi ^i^iiflt, 
called Troy-weight. 

Eight Italian Ounces are 460S GrainSy which are equal to ^660

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Aving found in the Cabinets of feveral of the En- 
^ijh Nobility and Gentry, many Medals of the 
Kings of Syria which are not mention'd in Dr. Va~ 
illant\ Book printed at Tarisyj^Hm 1681, 1 thought 
it proper to begin this Volume with them; to which 
I have alfo added feme which are fpecified in the 
faid Book, as well becaufe the Heads contained 
therein (chro' the Default of the Engraver) are 
not like thofe Medals with which I have compared them, as alfo be- 
caufe thofe that 1 have feen are fomewhat different: And he being 
the firft who clear'd up the Hiftor\' of thefe Kings, which was very 
intricate, and not handled till now out very lightly by any other that 
I have ever heard of; I judged that the impartmg of my fmall Inqui- 
ries with a brief Epitome of the feid Hiftorj', would not be difa- 
greeable to the Pubhck. 

Seleucus the Firfif calleil Nioitor. His Medals RR. 

Seleucus the Firft, a Man of great Valour, followed Alexander the 
Great, and twelve Years after his Death founded the Kingdom of 
Syria in the 117th OHmpiad, and 312, Years before Chriil. He was ^/>^. 
a Perfon of fo great Humanity, that Erafifiratus his Phyfician hav-^^ 
ing aiTured him that the Sickncfs of his Son Antiochus proceeded ^^'. 
from the Love he bore to his Mother-in-law Stratonice, fecond Wife 
of Seleucusy he, to reftore his Son's Healtli, not only deprived him- 
felf of his Wife, and gave her to him in Marriage, but refigned alfo 
the Kingdom to him : The Army then (according to Appian. Alex. 
who wntes largely of this Aftion) called Seleucus the greateft of 

Kings, 



Kings, beft of Fathers, and worthy SucceSbr of Aksstultr, fnagni- 
fying him with great Encomiums. Having paflol the Helkj^nt^ 
and arrived at Lsjimach'ta^ he was ungratdfully killed by Ttolemy 
Cerdunus who followed him (dio' he haS before ikved him from the 
Refentment of his Father) in the 73 d Year of his Age, after having 
reigned 30 Years in Syria.

That Seleucus Ihould caufe himfelf to be reprefented under the I- 
mage of Af^lht is eafUy believed by what Juftin fays of him, niiz, 
that Seleucus was iUuftnous as well by his Virtue as by Birth; fiw L*^ 
odite the Wife 0/ Jbtmhus^ famous amon^ft the Cn>tains of IPA/- 
lift, dream'd that Apollo had got her with Child, and for her Reward 
had given her a Rmg, in the Stone of which was encraven an An- 
chor : And the Ring was really found in the Bed, wnicii flic after- 
wards prefented to her Son Seleucus who was the Ofispring of diis 
Conception, be being bom with the Sign of an Anchor on his 
Thigh. AAer the Death of Alexander^ having made himfelf Mailer 
of me Eaft,he commanded a City to be built in Memory of his Birth, 
naming it Antiachia for the fake' of his Father Antiochus, and confe- 
crated the Territory about it to Afolh. The Mark with which he 
was bom defcendea to his Pofterity, who were alfo brought into the 
World with the fame on their Thighs, which diftinguim'd them to 
be of the Family of Seleucus. This fame Account of the Ring is 
j^.syr. likewife given hyApPian of Alexandria, but fomewhat different, and 
much nearer to Truth.

He fuc- 
ceeded his eldeil Brother in the 139th Olimpiad, 2x4 Years before 
Chrill, and 89 after the Foundation of the Monarchy. He reigned 
36 Years.

Antiochus HI demanding of the People of Rotne the City of L//2- 
machioy which belonged to his Anceilors, was the Caufe of his engage 
ing in a War againft them ; and his not hearkening X.oHannibaP%Qo\xx!ir 
fel did him a great Prejudice. -The Conful Actltus Glabrto was the 
firft who put him to flignt, Emilius Regilius beat him at Sea, and Jri- 
fio at laft, aififted by his Brother who had fubdued Carthage^ con- 
quered him, althourfi he had an Army of 300000 Foot, befides Horfe 
and Elephants. Afterwards Peace was granted him by the Romans 
with Part of his Kingdom. Authors write largely of this King. To^ 
hbius^ Ltvy^ Jofiphusy Juftin^ Affian^ and JLucius Florus have af- 
forded Materials enough for Dr. Vaillant to write his Life at large. 

As to Apollo fitting on the X, befides what has been already laid a- 
bout the Kings of Syria^ may be added this PafTage out of Lucius 
Florus^ which is to the Purpofe: For that Author fpeaJdng of the 
Prodigies that were feen in Rome before the War with Antiochus^ 
fays.

Antiochus was very effeminate, and given to Pleafure and Mufick ; 
from whence it is behev'd that the People, to flatter him, ordered his 
Money to be coin'd in form of this Deity, who very often was repre- 
iented in a Woman's Drefs, and known by every one to be a Mufici* 
an, tho' for the moft Part he is drawn witn a Harp and a Bow. That 
this Head is made for Antiochusy admits of no Doubt, becaufe tho' it 
is laureated, and the Hair in Curls, it is fufficiently known by the 
Portrait of the Face and Length of the Nofe.

The Worionanfhip of this M/ and the Palm-tree on the X^ makes 
me believe it was ftamped in fome Part of Ju^ea^ to compliment An- 
thchns the Great on tne mighty Concjuefts he had obtained before he 
made War againft the Romans \ for m that he very ill deferved this. 
Name, bcingfo wholly oven up- to Paftimes, Eafe, and Pleafure, that. 
he no fooner met them out he tied without making any Oppofition to 
(beak of, and therefore was with very little Trouble overcome by 
tnem. 

Anci<luaries are much divided about the Title of M E FA A OT given 
to AntMehusJSL. Golfius and Fnlvius Vrjlhus fay that there are Me- 
dals with this Title, and the latter of thefe affirms that he faw one in 
Gold that weighed 8 Drachms- VaiUant^ pag. i f o, carniot beUeve it,, 
becaufe he never could difcov» or meet with any ; but this which I. 
produce being certainly antique, it ought not to oe doubted but that 
ihe TTtle of Greats ^ven by Hiftorians tg Antiochus HI, is alfo con- 
firmed by the Authority of Medals.

No, for thefe Deities were never reroefented with a Diadem. It muftr 
therefore be faid to be a Queen. The X being like to that which is 
feen on the M. of SeleucusW^ makes me believe it may be his Wifbs 
Lao die e^ as I have already faid ; and the Reafons I have produced nowi 
and on other Occafions, makes me flatter my felf that my Opinic«i 
will be judged rational. 

Mr. majfon aflures me that he has feen a Medal of Mr. Kemfs (tho"« 
he has it not now, nor remembers to whom he gave it) which on one 
Side had the Head of Stleucus IV, with a Diadem, and the X a Harp, 
with thefe Letters running crofs it, BASiAEas.

ANtiochas V, Son of Antiddms S^pifhmesy nine Years after his 
Fatlier's Death was elofted King of Syrta, in the ly^nii OKnroi-

DEmetrius I, Son of Seleucus IV, was fent by his Father a Ho- 
fhigeto the Roman^y in exchange fcff tus Uncle Antiocbus IV. 
At 2 J Years of Age he delir'd the Senate of i2^«»^to place him oa 
the Throne, inftead of the King his Coufm, who was but a Child ; 
bat the B»imns i5efus'd it. He went a fecond time to t^e Senate- 
houfe^ having heard that Cneius Oltavius the Roman Ambailador was 
kiil'd in Syrioy and requefted only that he might be fet at Liberty ; 
bwt not obt«nlng even this» he fled privately by Sea, and was kinaly 
receiv'dby ^eSyrianr, He tookPofleffion ofthe Kii^dom in the i/4th 
Oiioapiad, xdz Years before Chriil, and 15:1 from the Erection ojc the 
JVlonarchy. He flew I^Jias with the young King, and making him- 
fdf Mbtfler of the BmiyUmiaiu, was call'd Sotirus ; and after naving 
reign'd about 11 Years, was overcome and flain by <H>e Alexander,

This imgular and famous M. gives us to underfl^d that which no 
Author has hitherto taken notice of On one Side we fee a young 
Head crown'd with Ivy, which tho' we cannot affirm it to be of a 
Kinfe yet we may at leaftbeUeve it is that of Bacchus. On the X, 
befides the Motto, which gives us to underftand that it belongs to a 
King nam'd Antiochus^ the Anchor makes it inevitablv to belong to an 
Antiochus King of Syria^ for the Reafons already alledg'd where we 
faave treated of Seleucus I. But how can it agree that any Antiochus 

ihould 
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^uld reign in Syria in the i6xd Year from the Reign of the Sekucidesy 
when the Clalfick Authors, as Apftan^ Jofifbusj Juftin^ ^c. affirm 
that this was the firft Year of the Reign of Alexander? Why truly 
this M. which undoubtedly, and without all Objection, is really an- 
tique, ought to be prefer'd before all Claflick Authority, being an 
cxiiHng Monument of the Truth of this Matter, which gives me an 
Opportunity of making the following Refleftions. 

i)emetrius I. called Sotk-us^ reigning in Syria anno 160 after the 
Foundation of the, Monarchy, Alexander Balatniofdi the City of 
f^lemaisj feated on the Sea-Coaft of the upper Galilee betwixt 
Carmel and Tyre. When Demetrius had Notice that he was march- 
ing againf t him, he fent his two Sons Demetrius and Antiochus to a 74*^' 
Fnend of his with a large Quantity of Gpld, that they might be out ^''^^' 
of Hum's way, arid alfo revenge nis Death in cafe he fhould be cut 
off; as indeed it came to pafs, for Alexander flew T>emetrius^ and 
invaded the Kingdom anno i6z ; and the Sons of Demetrius reco- 
vered it, tho' not without great Trouble. 

• May not we therefore fuppofe that this M. belongs to Antiocbus 
Evergetes, Son of Demetrius I. who by Vaillant is made to be the 
SevenA of this Name, tho' we are obliged to make him but the Sixth? 
iinceit cannot belong to any other, becaufe Antiocbus Son of Alex-- 
under in the Year i6% was not yet bom: And may not we alfo ima- 
gine that the two Sons of Demetrius I, of whom we have already 
Ipoken, as foon as they heard the News of the Death of their Father, 
came immediately to Cilicia^ and got Pofleffion of one Part of Syria^ 
caufing ^femfelves both at once to be lyrknowlcdg'd for Kings ? And 
as Alexander was believ'd to be fpurious, they, to figndize themfelves 
as true Defcendants of the Race of the Seleucidesj ordered an Anchor 
to be ftamp'd on their Money, as may be feen in this and in two o- 
ther Medals of 7)emetrius Uy the one placed near to this in this Bog^ 
under this King, and the other in Vaillant y pag. ^7I. Neither doth it 
feemlfarange to believe that two Brothers fhould reign together, when 
they loved one another fo ejctreamly, as may be plainly gathered from • 
the Title of Tbiladelfbusy which is feen on the Medals of the afore- 
faid 7>emetrius. This is not without Example in the Kings of Sy^ 
ria : See the Obfervation I have made upon the third M. of this An^ 
tiacbus. 

Therefore the SuccefTion of thofe Kings ought to be correfted in 
this Manner. Demetrius Sotirusy who dy'd anno i6x, Idft two Sons, 
^Demetrius Nicatory and Antiochus Ever get es the Sixth of this Name, 
who reigned jointly, as has been faid, in one Part of Syria tow'ards 
CiUcia immediately after their Father's Death ; at the fame Time A^ 
kxander Bala reign'd in that Part which lyes towards Tbanicia and 
Judea. Demetrius Nicator having flain Alexander^ made himfelf Ma-

I have nothing to fay of the firfli more than that it is not in Vail- 
Unt^ and that I nave feen another like it of a fmaU Size, but without 
die Title of ♦lAAAEA*OT. 

The fecond, by the two Letters 21 which aj^ear on it, I believe 
was coined in Stdon anno 168 of the Seleucian Account, to compli- 
ment Demetrius on the Viftory he had obtained over the City t)f 
Antiocbj which had rebelled agamfl him, where he was, as Jofephus M^^J^^ 
writes, in very great Daneen In Vaillant^ pag. xyx, is a Medal of '^^*^•'•^■ 
this Demetrius coin'd in the fame Year in the City of Tyre near to 
Sidan ; which gives us to underfland that this was the way the Cities 
of ^hanicia took to congratulate their King, and to demonftrate their 
Loyalty to him. It is very unufual, and perhaps without Example, to 
fee a Dallas with Wings, as this is in the X ; my Notion is that it de- 
notes the Shortnefs of the Ebq)edition, he having in a very Uttle time 
reduced the Rebels of Antioch to Obedience ; and he nught alfo do 
it in competition with Alexander I, to fliew his Defcent from the 
Kings of mdcedonj ftie being their noble Deity. Seleucus Nicator^^-f

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This Womatfs Head, which has no Sign of Diyinity, I verily be- 
lieve to be Cleofatra^ who was taken by her Father from Alexander 
for Offences committed againft him, as is already noted, and given to 
Demetrius 11 ; tho' in this M, the Flattery of tne Artificer is plainly 
difcovered, having made her much more beautiful than in that de- 
fcribed pag. 14. 

The double Epoch on the X I believe has not ^een feen till now 
on any other Coin, nor can I give any Keafon for its being fo in this. 
Cleo^atroy in the Year 168, was certainly married, accormng to Hi- 
ftonans, to Demetrius ; and this is alfo confirmed by the Authority 
of the abovefaid M. and by means of this her Marriage, this King 
being favoured by Ttolemy Thilometor her Father, recovered her pa- 
ternal Kingdom ; therefore, in acknowledgment of this Favour, I fup- 
pofe he commanded the Image of the abovdfaid Cleofatra to be ex- 
prefl with a Cornucopia on the X, feeing by her Means the Ufurper 
was expell'd, and the publick Tranquility reftored, which made Plen- 
ty flouriih in the Kingdom of Syria.

>M A Ntiochus Vn, whom Vaillant^ pag. 274, calls the Vlth, was the 
f^!^i.i%. i\ Son of Alexander Bala and Cleopatra. He was rais'd to the 
Throne whilft a You± by Diodotusj in oppofition to Demetrius n, 
in the ifSth Olimpiad, 145^ Years before Chrift, and the i68th of the 
Seleucian EKrnafty, at the very fame time that the abovefaid "Deme^ 
trius reign'd in Syria and Th^nicia ; and having reign'd about two or 
three Years, he was flain by Diodotus^ who took Poflcffion of the 
Kingdom, and caus'd himfelf to be called Tryphon. Appian of Akx^ 
onM-ia calls him Alexander y but againft the Opinion of other Hiflo- 
rians, and the Authority of the MT in Vaillanty p. x8i. 

I do not know of any Medals of this King in England ; and Mr. 
Majfon has afTur'd me tnat he never faw any of them in his Travek 
befides that belonging to the Grand Duke of Tu/can^ which may be 
feen in Vaillant^ p. x8i, wherein the Word NIK H*OPOT is under 
the Figure of Jupiter & the Bottom, and not as that Author places it.

He made War againft Tryphon^ (being firft join'd in Wed- 
lock to Cleopatra his Brother's Wife, ^o was a Pnfoner in Tar-- 
tbia) overcame and flew him, and with very great IXfficulcjr recover'^ 
his whole paternal Kingdom in the i6oth OUmpiady 139 Years before 
Chrift, ana the 174th of the Seleucian Dynalnr- He made War a- 
gainft Tbraates King of Tartbiay who had fucceeded Arfacesy r^^ 
quiring him to reftore to him his Brother, whom he retained a Prifo- 
ner ; who accordingly did fet him at Liberty \ but afterwards making ^ 
War a fecond time againft the fame King, he was routed, and in De- >*" 
fpair kill'd himfelf, after he had reign'd nine Years alone, and eleven ^ 
with his Brother, as the M. pag. f x erf the ItaftoHy induces us to be- ^ 
lieve.

S^me Okfervatitms on the two Medals of Demetrius Nicator, which 
^nay ferve to clear up the Hijlory of Antiochus Evergetes* 

I cannot do lefs in. this Place than give my Thoughts on two Me- 
dals of "Demetrius Nicator which are in Vaillant^ which occafion 
great Conftifibn in his Hiftory!, ' and eome very properly to be confi- 
der'd here, in order to clear tip what I have faid pag. jx, 53^54 of the 
Italian. 

The abovefaid Author, pag. 289, produces a Medal of "Demetrins 
ecAvCdt in Sidon with the Epoch 174, which feems to make appear that 
Tyemetrius was not then a Prifoner among the Tarthians^ and to zof^ 
tradift the Authority of the Holy Scripture, which makes him a Cap- 
tive in the Year i/x. Injpag, 308 he produces another of l^emetri^ 
#/scoift'd in T^Kr^ with the Epoch 180, which feems contradidory 
as weH to Reafon a$ to the Medals which are extant of Antiochus JE- 
^ergetesj which plainly Ihew that he reign'd in Syria^ and it is wett 
known that the «)ovefaid Demetrius was yet a Prifoner of the Tar-* . 
fhians. Vaillant hinifelf knows not what to fay, and I am alfo in 
eftt ConfWfioH about them, perceiving that they are contrary tacX: on- 
to Hiftory, bift even to thenrfelves, w4iich yet muft not be allowed ; 
Init that fhey ortly aM)ear to be fo, becaufe we cannot penetrate into 
the true IVfeaning ot them, which however I conceive I now difcovef 
^the M. of A^ttiochusy inferted by m^h^^or^ Alexander^ with the 
Epoch I <52> which obliges me ta believe that the fold Antiochus, and 
Demetrius Nieatm-Xm elder Brpther, had always reigri'd jointly toge^

The Head of a Cupid is an unufual Type with the Kings of Syria, 
tho' common in this, and Vaillant makes no mention of it. You 
may fee what this Author fays on the Title ETEPTETOT, pag^ 
30J, as alfo on the Lote Flower, pag. 306, to which I refer yon. I 
fliall only add, that I am of Opinion that he afliuned the Name Ever- 
getes, which is the fame as Beneficent or Kind, to reproach Aiexan- 
dery who was the firft that made ufe of it, but without Merit ; where- 
ibiiq.yiid. as jintiochus, if we may believe Jofephus the Hiftorian, deferv'd it a- 
**»3'- .hove all others; for having befieg'd Hircauus in Hierufalem, and the 
'*• Jews requeiting him to grant them a Truce for feven Days to cele- 
brate the Feaft of Tabernacles, he, tho' an Enemy, difcover'd hpwe- 
Ver an Inllinft of Devotion, and not only granted the defired Truc^ 
but fent Provifions toihe Army, which was in great want of them, 
and fent aUb Viftims for the Sacrifices, and Veflels of Gold and Sil- 
ver full of moft precious Perfumes to bum on the Altars. Hircauus 
admiring his Beneficence, and to fhew an Inibnce of Ms own Grati- 
tude, concluded a Peace with him, let him enter the City with all 
^ his Army, prefented him with three thoufand Talents, which he took 
out of the Sepulchre of King David, and made an Alliance with.^«- 
tiochusy and bodi of diem march'd together ^ainft the 'Farthians. 

I have found in thefe Cabinets with the Head of Cu^id almoft all 
the Epochs mention'd by VailiMity pag.

7)io mentions another Anthcbus Kimg of Cowmidgeue about the 
End of his jid Book, the Year of Rome jx^y y^fYiom Augiifius ioit for, 
becaufe be had treacheroufiy fiain his Brjuther's jimbsffador ft Rome^ 
"ujith whom he was at Variance. The fame Author adds,.r/&ii^ Antio* 
chus being brought before the Senate^ he was condefnned and fut to 
^eath. 

T>io does not inform us who the Brother of this Antiochus was^ 
nor whether he was then alive and {\xzQ^^di^^. jdntiochus^ or ifather 
that Augufius reduced Commagene into the Form of a Roman Pro- 
vince. 

IV. But there was another Mithridates^ who was about Ten Years 
after, vu:^. in the Year of Rome js^ made King by ^isr^i^/^^, when 
he was in Syr ia^ and regulating the Eajiern Provinces, as 2>i^ in B. 
54 upon the fame Year witnefleth ; for, fays he, he bejhw^d CxmaosL^ 

;ene on Mithridates yft but n Boyy becaufe the King of that Countfy 
mdjlain Mithridates his Father* And yet this does not clear up to 
us, who that King was who flew Mithridates\ Father, whether a 
little before dead, or at that Time deprived of his Kingdom. 

And therefore what the learned Norris a0erts as it were from bodt 
Paflages in l^io cannot be exa^? i. that Antiochus who was condenm'd 
in the Year of Rome 7x5: was the Brother of the former Mithridates^ 
2. that this was flain by that BroAer, and 3. that the fame. was the 
Father of Mithridates the Second, who when yet but a Boy fucceed-^ 
ed his Unkle Antiochus; Certainly ^io iays not a Word 01 this, nor 
jives us as much as any Hint of it, as may appear at foil Si^t ^ nay, 
le does the rather fliew the contrarv, efpecially as to the two hft Ar- 
ticles ; for when he faysexprefly^ tnat Antiochus was put to Death by 
Augujhs for murdering his Brother's Ambaflador^ it's plain he was 
not at the fame Time guilty of his Brother's Death, otherwifc fo wife 
an Hiilorian would much rather have affigned this as a weightier Rea-^ 
fon for putting Antiochus to Death : Moreover 7^io fhews very plain-, 
ly, that the Father of the htttr Mithridates was no King, but rather 
a pri,vate Man ; for he fays he was kiU'd by the King of Cmtam- 

V. Moreover^ the next Succeflbr mration'd to us in Hiftory was 
that Antiochusy whofe Death Tacitus fpeaks of in the Yt^oi Rome 

iSiuJi. 77^^ (^) ^^ ^^^* Time^ fays he, Antiochus Kin^ of ConiiRagene» mtd 
iPhilopator Kint ^Cilicia being deady . the TeofU were in Arms^ moft 
of them being aejirous of the Roman, and others of Regal Governments 
But theft Commagene being made a Roman Province by the Emperor 
Tiberius^ and Germanicus the Year after being fent into the Eajty en- 
(1) ihid, t. tirely fettled it. The fame Author adds, (/) that Q. Servaaxis being

Andqchus, Commagene his Father^ s Kingdomy to which he added the 
maritime Tarts <?/* Cilicia. Yet the fame Lmperor afterwards took this 
Kingdom, away from him, tho' Antiochus tlatter'd him, and counte- 
nanced his Tyranny, as the fame Author witnelFes under the Year of 
home 793, but Claudius in the very firll Year of his Empire reftor'd 
him, as 'Dio informs us in the Year of Romej^^ faying. He reftor'd 
Comma^ne to Antiochus, wbifh Caius had given to and taken away 
frem him. And this is confirm'd. by Jofephusy («) who writes, that fn)^'''^.

ojefbus, (f) or of Rome Sxf, and was 'carry'd to Lacedgmon, and'^j.®'*- 
rom thence to Rome, where, being honourably ' treated, he fpent the ^*»,.' 
Remainder of his Days there with his Sons i^^^/^^nr^x and Callinicus\ 
tii whom we ihall fay more by, and by. l . 

Thus at length the Kingdoin ,of Antiochus was reduced into a Ro- 
man Province by VeJ^aftan ; which is thus exprefs'd by Suetonius in, 
the Life of that En^rpr, c. 4. a^e' 4^^ rr</(ir<-fi/ Trachea Cilicia and 
Commagene, which till that Time .had been under Regal Adminiftra^ 
tion, into a ^oman Province.

Licmrgus^ according Xenofbon and Tlutarchj liv'd near Homer's 
Time, and he was the firfl that brougjht that Poet's Works into Re- 
putation : We are not to imagine that this Medal was ^ftruck in his 
Time, becaufe he prohibited dl Sorts of Coin made of Gold, ^Iver, 
or other Metids, e;xcept Iron, which, he order'd to be very heavy and 
bulky, to the £nd they might not heap up any great Quantity of it ;

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and therefore it mufl needs have been cdned by the Lactdamawisuj 
in Memory of their Legiilator, as one of their Deities ; feeing Xena^ 
fhoHj in his Defence of Socrates^ fays, that the Oracle of jfyaUa^ 
when he entred into the Temple, was at a Stand whether he mould 
ftyle him ]^«n or God. Herodotus^ in the Firft Book of his Hiftory, 
j; adds, that the Lacedamantans after his Death ere£lcd a Temple for 
him, and decreed him divine Honours. — It cannot be older than 
the Time of Agidesj who, according to Tlutarch^ was the firft that 
caufed Money to be coined in Laceaamon. 

The Laurel Crown on the X denotes Viftory, the Club Strength, 
the Caduceus Pi^dence ; from whence I fnppole we may infer, that 
the Laced£imniansy by the Valour and Prudence which they had ac- 
quired by the Laws of Licurgusj had obtained many Vidories over o- 
ther Nations. 

Plutarch writes the Life of Licurgut at krge. Xeno^han i^aks 
miich of bam in his RepabUck of LMed^emMy as do alio Hendotut 
and many others.

The Woman's Head may perhaps be for fome Deity, butwhoflie 
is I dare not affirm, the M. not carrying Marks fufficient enough ta 
diftinguifh it from others. 

Fulvius Vrfinus, among his illulbrious Men^ gives us the Head of 
Aniifthems without a Beard ; but the Reafons which Faber in his 
Notes produces to. make us believe fo, are not fufficiently convincing.,

Thiis M. was ftmck in the City of Mene in Sicily': Stephens snd 
TfoUmy call it M E N A I, Gmtiiis M E N A i o 2, the Romans Menae^ 
and T)iodorHs SiculUs Mifou*oK. It was founded by 'Ducefius^ who riil^ 
ed over the SicUians, at the Time that Thilotles govem'd in Athens,-. 
when A. Tofthumius Re^ulus and Sf. Furius Medioktuus were Confuls 
of Rome^ in the LXX Xth Qlimfriad. Fazellus fays that there were 
found in his Time in this City and the Fields adjacent Brafs and Silver 
Medals very w. d. which had thefe Letters round them, M E N E N a N. - 

The .Lake ,?tf/ie*r««i now" call'd Ndttia, is about twa. Mies di- 
ftant from Mene, where there was a moft famous Temple of the fame 
Name, about a Bow-fliot from which are the Ruins of the Cit^rof 
TaHca, which was built by ©^f^*/, and deftroy'd even before -^JU 
§dorus Siculus his Time. Now forafmuch as this Medal- was ftruck in 
the Gty of Meneas aforefaid, it's probable tfiat the* Letter n under the 
Hoifes might fignify the City TaUca in the Neighbourhood!, and the 
Capital, where there was a moft celebrated Temple confecrated to- 
the Gods Talicl, fo much revered both by Natives and Strangers. 
There is no room to doubt why thefe Pec^le ihould not have their 
Founder's Head upon their Coin*- and perhaps there may be Reafon 
to believe this might be ftruck in the Time of ^ucejius, when Arts' 
were already brought into, great Perfedion in Greece^ *Duc^Jius being 
near Cotemporary with Thidias the Statuary. 

. fhiodorus Sicutusy in his iith and nth Books, fpeaks atr large of this 
IQng, gives him^great Commendations, and after nim Fazellus in the 
SecondDecad of his Hiftor>'. The £uiffi i Aath(»^ treat pretty much of 
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the Temple of thefe Dekies>. and other things tekting-to the faid 
Medal) pafticularly of a remarkable Vidory obtained by 'Ducejuts at - 
the taking of the City of Morgmfioi by wnich h^ brought aU Sicily 
under Contribution, and acquir d vaft Wealth, and the Reputation of 
9 brave and valiant Commander, as weU amon^ the Sicilians as the 
Greeks. If therefore we give into the Belief of its bemg ftnjck in 
his Time, the Vidory that guides the Chariot caa denote nothing elfe 
hut his Triumphs

laughter of Oxartes^ the Brother of Darius j who was overcome by 

^kxanderj by whom he had two Sons and one Daughter ; and his 

ICingdom enjoying a profound Peace, he began to give himfelf over 

Iro rleafure, and growing monflroufly fat, he became negligent of 

Affairs of State, and did as it were nothing but fleep. He was o- 

irherwife a good Prince, and his Death was alfo much lamented, which 

hap- 
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happened' after he had reign'd diirty Years. He left to his Wife A- 
mafiris the Government of his Kiii^dom and of his Children. 
This M, was therefore ftruck by the Tont'tck Heracieans in Me^ 
' mory of thofe two Brothers nam'd on the X, upon the Occafion per- 
haps of fome confiderable Viftory ; and hence it is that Hercules the 
tutelary Deity of this City is reprefented in Triumph. 

I fliali add here the Succeflion of the Tyrants of Heraclea out of 
the faid Memnan^ upon a Prefumpcion it may be acceptable to the 
Reader.

She was for the Beau- 
ty of her Compolitions filled the tenth Mufe, and her Phyfiognomy 
ogrees very weU with what Authors fay, that her Face was not hand 
fome. Some wiU have her to be a Native of Mitilene ; others call her 
Erfjta\ whence the Letter E on the X, which I take to be the initial 
Letter of that City ; and this makes me believe it was Ibruck in Me- 
'mory of fo great a Woman. Thofe who would be thoroughly in- 
formed in w&it concerns this Poetefs, nay read the critical DiAionary 
of the learned Bayle under the Word Sapbo.

TTiis Conjedure is fufficient to make me believe 
that the Head on the M. is not that of Lyfimacbus but of his Son A- 
gathocUs. m take Leave to add further, for this Hittory is not alto- 
gether common, that according to 'Paufanias above-nam*d, Agatbo-^ 
ciet was put to Death by Lyfimaehusy either* out of Jealoufy that he 
had a fecret AiFeftion f6r Arjinoe his W ife, and the Sifter of the faiUi 
I^Jandra, or elfe thro' the Treachery of Arjinoe^ as fearing that her 
Sons after the Death of l^^msehus, now advahc'd in Years, would' 
not be fubjeft to the Government of Agathocles^ a Son by another 
Wife. 

Wherefore let ndt the Reader think it ftrange to fee the Head <rf 
one Perfon upo« a Medal, and the Name of another. I defire he

37. informs us, and that it ieems to 

be rather Hke the Bojmet, than the Tiara or Mitbra oi the 'Par- 

tbiams, and adacn'd with ivedous Stones or Gems.

ed Man with all his Diligence could not fee it belonged to Vologefes^ 
and wrongly joins the numeral Letters ANT with his Name: How- 
ever, I am to obferve by the by, that I very much fufi)eft the Title of 
^lAEAAHNO?, though Tatin and Sfanheim exhibit the fame as 
if taken from Medals : But feeing this W ord is not to be feen on Sir 
Charles Hedges his Coin, which is genuine, if any, how can any raie 
of the Arfacidan Race, bearing the Name oiVologefes^ have that Title 
in the Time of the Roman Emperors, fo long after tlie Subverfion of 
the Greek or Macedonian Empire ? I have feen a M. like that of y^- 
tin in the Pofleflion of "Dominico Tiepoloy a Noble Venetian^ but with 
the numeral Letters ANT, or the Year 45*4; but it is either the fame 
with that defcrib'd by Tatin^ or made by it. I am indeed very fufpi- 
cious of the Genuinenefs of it, and perhaps it was formerly covered 
with a thin Silver Plate, though there is now nothing to be feen on

There is, moreover, a Medal like this of Sir A. F. amongft the Ra*' 
rities of the French King, faving that the Epoch is one Year fliort

HAVING done with the Medals belonging to Kings and D- 
luftrious Men, I come, purfuant to the Method I propofed in 
my Preface, to thofe of the Cities and People oiGreece^ fet 
down in an Alphabetical Order : I Ihall begin with thofe of Athensy 
of which the Earl of Winchelfea has fo confiderable and rare a Col- 
ledion, that I thought it proper to ingrave them all, and to adom this 
Work with the mod ingemous Remarks made by thatNcrfjle Lordt 
after a long Study and Application upon them. The Manufcript he 
was pleafed to put into my Hands, and I have tranflated it into Ita^ 
lian^ that the Work might be uniform; and forafmuch as it is fo 
full of Learning, and treats of a Subjeft fo little known, I do not doubt 
but it will be very acceptable to the Reader,

the INTRODUCTION. 

I Have long thought k great Pity, that we meet with fo {cvfr Athe- 
nian Medds, either in Books or Cabinets, and have often 
wonder'd at it, fince we .find fuch a Variety of thofe of oAer 
Cities and Territories of Greece \ Sir George IVheeler^ and Mr. S^ 
his Fellow-Traveller, having been ^x. Athens y and given us full and ac- 
corateDefcr^tions of its Antiquities, only tell us, when diey fpeak of 
Atbettian Corns, that they have Minerva's Head on one Side, and an 
Owl on the other, and give us no Examples of fuch as either contain -m. x7. 
remarJkable Heads or-Heverfes, that afford anv thing of Curiofity or 
Learning. Goltzius in his Greece has engrav d above twenty Athe- 
nsan Medals, without any other than Mmerva's Head on one Side, 
and ait Owl ftanding on xa. Amfbora on the X ; they differ very little 
from one another, except in lome iihall Figures wnich are upon the 
Area of the M's, and in their Infcnptions, which may be only the xk/wr. 
Nunes of the Mint-mafters, and thdfe Medals are common enough, ^^'^y-^ 
The learned Begerus has produced a few that are much of the fame '* '^*'' 
Sort with thofe of Goltxins; but he has indeed, in Ins Third Volume 
two or three which feem to be more valuable than the others ; and 
after i have defcribed my own, I may perhaps do the fame by fome o- 
thersiwiiidi Audi occur to me in Books orCabmets that differ from mine. 
. Wp' are not indeed to wonder io much at thcScarcity of thefeMe- 
dals, wh^ we confider how many of them muft have been loft thro* 
the various Misfortunes and frequent Revolutions of that City; and 
▼ery many of thofe that have been found, have doubtlefs been melted 
down or n^leded by the .Turks, who have been fo lone the barba- 
rous Poifeflbrs of -poor j^tens. And forafmuch as theAtbenians were 
perhaps the moSt learned ind mc^ valiant People in the World,. I 
thoiild tUnk they wohld be as carefid as any others to preferve the 
Memory of their Learning and Valout, and by recording them up- 
<m their Coins, to tranfimt the Knowledge of them to Pofterity: 
There is no Doubt to ht taii6.t hvX Athenian Medals may be found, 
thou^ difpers'd in the Calmiets of the Curious, which afford much 
Kno^edge, and fome J can produce out of my own CoUedion; for 
I have by me above fourfc<»e Athenian M^als that differ from one 
another ; the beft of which fhaU be engraven and defcrib'd in this 
Work, widi a few more of other Countries and Cities, vijc. fuch as 
-4. take to be; the nwA. rfre and fingtdar among them. Many of my

XIl> who makes naention of a Law enaded by C?- 

crops^, requiring a Man fhould h^ve no more than one Wifej nor 

could this be letter expreft than tw reprdenting^ as the Ancients did, 

the firft Inftitutor of Mamages with two FajpeS, cnfr jof .each Scac, or 

Husband and Wife joined in the flricleft.llnion; 
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No Body, that I know of, has ever treated of fuch a Medal ; and the 
greateJft Antiquary in this or the pall Age, I mean Baron Sfanbemn 
the King of ^rujjld^ Ambaifador, who has had an Opportunity of feeing . 
and examining moft of the beft Colleftions in Europe^ has aflur'd me^> 
that this is not only one of the oldeft Medals he has Teen, but even the 
only one he had ever feen or known with the Head of Cecrofs^ who 
is mus defcribU in feveral ancient Authors, unlefs the next which I 
fliall defcribe be his Ukewife^ which he was inclined to think it is. 

I conceive this is one of the oldeft Medals we have, and it evident- 
ly appears to be fo by feveral Marks that are worthy of Obfervation. 
Ana firft its Fabrick or Workmanfhip Ihews it was ftampU long before 
Arts arrived to any Degree of Perfeftion among the Athenians^ and 
few People flouriih'd earlier than they, who are by fome Authors 
iaid t9 be the firft that coined Money : The X being ftruck with, a 
Square Die, is another Mark of its great Antiquity^ and the Letters of 
the Legend A0 E are of the moft ancient Make, as obferv'd in the In- 
troduOTon,and Ifee no Reafon to doubt of the Medal's being as ancient 
as any Coin made by the Athenians. 

Wnen I aflert the Antiquity of this Piece, I have not the Vanity to 
carry it fo high> and to atfirm that it was done in the Time of Eric- 
thonius^ from whence fabulous Accounts only are generally expefted ;. 
yet he is by fome Authors faid to be the firft that coin'a Money in< 
Athens ; and if we had any Certainty of that, I fhould not think it a- 
very wild Conjefture, fhould I fuppofe this Medal to have been coin'd 
by nim; for nothing could be more natural than that he ihould ftamp 
the'Head of Afiif»fn/^ the Patronefs Goddefs of Athens on the one 
Side of his Cdn, and of Cecrofs the. Founder of it on the X, in the. 
M:^mer we fee it ; not that it can be fuppos'd he had two Faces, a. 
Thing not to he believed by^ the moft ignorant ; but it was an admi- 
rable Symbol of CecrofSy which diftinguifh'd him from other Princes,, 
and perhaps he had been thus reprefented in a Statue even from his 
own Time. The Athenians had undoubtedly a very ancient Statue, 
of him: Monfieur 4$^^^, lamenting the Lofs of many moft valuableTjr^«' ^'t 
Athenian Antiquities, asks what is oecome of the moft famous Statue '^'^^' 
of CecraPs; and Taufanias fays» there was in his Time in the Temple Pimfim.At^ 
of Bacchus at Athens X ChApcU wherein were many Statues made of'*^-'-'^^ 
Clay, and among, them one of Amfhi[iiony who was the TTiird King 
of Athensy there having been only Cranaus between him and Ce-^ 
rr(5/>j; may not we then fuppofe that this Statue was made in Amphi^ 
fiFiWsTime? feeing. Statues of Clay were the moft ancient of all o- 
thers ; if therefore they erefted Statues for Princes fo long ago, C?- « 
crofs might have his made in his own Time, or immediately after his 
Death ; and perhaps Cranaus his Succeffor caufed it to be made and 
placed in the faid Temple of Bacchus^ though loft perhaps before 
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Taufknias\ Time. It's certain the Ancients had the Images of their 
Gods much earlier, witneft the Idols mentioned in Holy Scripture t 
CiMf.c, what eUe can be meant by RachaeCs carrying away her Father La^ 
T^'c lo' ^^^^ Gods ? Or if that fliould not be inmled upon, Idols are often 
v. %Y,c. ' complained of by Mofesy and the Worlhip in ufe among the Egypt i^ 
^'j^' '5' ans particularly forbidden: And Cecrofs himfelf was by fome Authors 
thought to be an Egyptian^ as the Athenians would be efteem'd to 
* ij*. h be a Colony of the Saites of EgyPtj according to * ^iodorus SiculMT\ 
ow/ cmrt^ ^^^ ^^^ h^ ^^^ Cotemporary witn Mbfes^ or very near his Time. He 
jidum, uk is alfo faid to have been the nrft that bJrought Images into Greece^ and 
oriiiif ub without Doubt his own, if it was ufual in thofe Times to make 
ra/.£r.ii.'the Images of their Princes as weil as of their Gods, And that 
we may the better underftand the Origin of Statues, and the Rea- 
fbn why they were made, the Wifdam of Sttlomm^ diap. u^ jfrom 
Verfe 14 to the xoth, may be perufed, where we find an exaft Ac-' 
count of them. Cartari^ in his Book of the Images of the Gods, fays 
that Minus was the firft that made the Effigies of Behs his Father: 
Ninushtg?^ his Reign rsdS Years before Chnft's Nativity, and Cecrofs 
tSSV' Hence we may obferve that Images were in ufe 75*4 Years be- 
fore the Reign of Cecrops ; and therefore we have no room toxtoubt 
but that the Athenians had a Statue of him, for whom they had Rea- 
%'cl^J!b ^^^ ^^ ^^^^ ^^ greateft Veneration, not only becaufe he was their 
mL^J^vX Founder, but alfo becaufe he inftrufted them in the Worfltfp of their 
tH' «8r- Gods, he being the firft who ador'd Jtaiter^aiS^A, thrxlt^iy or Supream^ 
A^id' ^d> according to fome Authors, the firft that offered an Qx to Mm, 
:f. 600. tho' Others fay he offered no Animal in Sacrifice. He was riot only, 
^^^ as has been lhew'd,the Inventor of MatrimoBy, by which he civiHt d 
and diftinguifh^d Nfen from Brutes; but he likewifc taught them the 
Art of Navigation, by which Means they traded and brought Com 
from Egyp and Sicily^ which was a great Advantage to thenv feeing 
their Gountry was fo barren that it could not produce fo much as 
would maintain them- Thefe were undoubtedly fufficient Mocroeii 
for them not only to have and preferve his Statue, but to reprefent 
him on their Coins as foon as ever thofe things were praftrs*d by the 
Ancients ; and the Barbarity of the Woritmanffiip of this IVfedai ve- 
ry well agrees with this Notion , Now if there is any Foundation for 
what has been faid, it would make the Medal of a vaft Antiooity 5 
for Eri^htmiusj who is fiipposM to have been the firft that coined Mo^ 
ney in Athens^ was, as is before obferv'd, their fourth King- Cecrofi 
^^i ^' ^^^'^^S ^o Son, was fucceeded by Cranaus^ he by An^biBionj and 
^91, 6c.' EriBhonius was his Succeflbr. Cecrofs^ according to Selden^ began 
his Reign if8z Years before Cbrifl^ and Eri£thonius 15-06. 

Some may objeift againft the fo great Antiquity of this Medal, and 
fay that nwny believe The feus was the firft that coin'd Mone^jT 

at 
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at Athens^ becsufe TUtUrch %S in 14s Life he was the firft'that 
coin'd Money therewith the Figure of a Bull or Ox upon it; But 
that is eafily anfwer'd, for TUttarch does not fay he was the firft 
that coined Money there, but the firft that coin'd it with that Image 
upon it, which might probably be in Memory of his havit^ conquer'd 
tne Marathouiam Bull, or of his killing the Minotaur in Creety with- 
out excluding other Reprefentations upon their Money before his 
Time: And Ihould we fuppofe that this M. was coin'd by Eriiiboui* 
«/, it would be but about 3x00 Years .old ; and iince we have many 
(Goins extant, and fome in my PofleificMi, which are known to be fome 
Ages above, xooo Years old, it does not feem in^robabie but that 
there may be fome remaining fevend Centuries, or perhaps a thoufand 
Years 6&sx than them ; a^nitting any to have peen in any Pkce 
ibunp'd or caft fo long ago ; for a Coin that b^s not decay 'd in above 
^ thoufand Years, wovdd certainly have laAed in the fame Earth as^ 
welt three thoufand Years, or lof^er ; and if any has, why not this 
qi mine f But whether the Learned will allow my Medal to be as 
<^ as Ersiilxmius or not, which I do not ccmtend for, yet \ dare a^ 
firm ttid be cc^xfideat, d»t they muft and will grant it oucht to be 
npk'd amfiveft the moft aicient Medals that are £nown, and that it is 
CO hfi v^'d oecaufe it has undoubtedly the Head of CecroPs upon h ;. 
and it's alfo to be efieem'd, a$ it proves what mMiy Autoors write,, 
that he was accounted the firil Civiiizer of the Atheniansy by infdtut- 
iag Marriage amongft them, and lettiti^ them an Example by taking:

I 
am mod inclined to believe it to be the Head of CecrofSy tho' rq>re-> 
Anted iaa ^f&reat maones from the former, which is certaiaiy his. 
"ikm thoVit's weH kaowA the Atbenums represented their King Ce- 
areff biiprm'd, it does not therefcM'e follow that they always repre-^ 
^im^ htm.iaiid)« fanne sMiwiec} and thisMedal» if it be his» proves. 
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it. The venerable Head is adom'd with Horns, which among the 
Ancients were Symbols of Dignity and Regal Power, as well as the 
Diadem. Alexander the Great was reprelented with them, and fol- 
low'd in it by fome of his Succeflbrs. - Alexander might have them, 
as he pretended to be the Son of Jupiter Ammon, and the reft as de- 
riving from him, and for other Kedbns, particularly Seleucus\ who 
ufcd them becaufe he had by his great Strei^h ftop'd a Bull wluchk 
was breaking loofe from the Sacrifice, tSc. and perhaps they might ufe 
them alfo, as being generally in their Times a Symbol of Power. They 
are taken Notice of long before in the Holy Scriptures ; and poiBbly, 
as moft Cuftoms have had their Origin in Nature, this might |«oceed 
from obferving, that amoneft Cattle the fiouteft and ftrongelt Bidls»

and he believes it to be Cecro/s. He cites many Authorities to {leng- 
then his C^nnion, and particularly Smdas, to whom the Reader is re-

I fuppofe the Crown on tte X is Ofive, in honour of Minerva, a^ 

well as the Owl, if that Bird is one, for it is a little imperfed? and 

ib the Athenians rm^t by tMs Medal, as well as the laft, pay Honour 

to their Founder ana Patroness.

might go in it to fow Corn up and down the World. The firft he **'>'■»♦• 
fow'd was in the Rharian Fields near Eleujis, in Memory of which 
a Temple was erefted for her in that City. There were aUb Altars 
and Statues fet up for her at Athens. I will not detain the Reader* 
with this Fable Oi Tripolemus, which is well known, a great deal hav- 
ing been faid of it by Cartari in his Images of the Gods, by Natalis 
Comes, Taufanias, and others ; but ihall only fay that this M. is very 
ancient and fingular, for I have never feen nor heard of any other A- 
theuioH M. that had the like Symbol.

Minerva: May not this X therefore perhaps denote fuch an Attribute 
•of that Goddefs,. and at the fame time fliew us that the firfl time the 
Athenians made ufe of Shtpping , w«8 to fetch Corn to fupply the 
Wants of their Country* which did not produce enou^ji for their Sub- 
fiftende ?

Xenaphony who wrote tine Life of Cyrus, and was of Ercheia, of 
the Egi^ie Tfibe, was called the Attick Bee ; and therefore the Bee 
may well be efteem'd the Symbol of Induiby and £lo<}uence» for 
which the Athenians were»famous.

the Head was to be void of Flelh, to denote, that thofe People who 
^wrought much were commonly lean : So that I fuppofe this M. was 
£lainpt in Honour of Hercules \ his Head being on 9ne fide of it, and 
the Symbol of his Labours on the other; it may perhaps be intended 
for anExamjde of Valour and loduflry; his Club with which he per- 
form'd moft of his Warlike Exploits, together with the young Head, 
may fignify the former, and the Ox's Head the latter ; or perhaps the 
Ox s Head may alfo denote that Oxen were facrificed tQ Hercules.

S. C. in 
Bigerus GalUenus and in Maximinian flerculeus ; and even then not to be feen 
J^^^ in the Greeks but only the Latin ones : This is a plain Proof that the 
laid Statue of Hercules was not at Rome before Caracalla's Time, 
but in Athens ; and that it was afterwards carry'd to Rome^ where it 
is at prefent. 

XXXIX. The Head of Hercules, full faced, or of Thefeus, with 
a Lyon*s Sldn tied under his Chin.

I will not pretend to determine whether this is the Head of Her-- 
culesy or of The feus ; I am more inclined to believe it to be the latter : 
Thefeus was not only the principal Hero of the Athenians^ and Foun- 
der of the beft Part of their City, but was alfp deify'd as one of their

lufc oV ^ and Imitator of Hercules^ whofe near Relation he was, being his 
2^/fw. Coufin-German ; and he is faid to have ufed a Club. 

Monfieur Baudelot flimiihes us with a M. with the Bufl of Miner- 
va on the one fide, within an Olive Crown, and on the X you have a 
Figure fitting in a radiated Crown, which has a little Vidory in the 
left, and a Palm-Branch in the right Hand ; an Altar Hands bdbre, 
and thefe Letters round it, AOHNAIflN. He thinks it to be the 
* moft f ingular of any he had feen : He makes no doubt but that the fit- 
ing Figure on the X is that of Thefeusy and fays he is crown'd with 
Rays, pecaufe he had been deify 'd by the Athenians , who bidlt him a 
Temple in their City, and oflered Sacrifices to him the Eighth Day of 
every Month. 

But tho' heis in a radiated Crown upon Baudelot\ yet he might Be 
reprefented in a Lyon's Skin after his Deification, as Hercules often 
^^7i I is» who was one of their Demi-gods ; there is a M. of Commodus in 
' M. Vaillanty with thefe Letters on the X, E 2 E A. N I K A I E I r, 
Ai/; 5o6.owliere you have the Head of Thefeus wrapt in a Lyon's Skin as be- 
fore, and you may fee what he fays of it in his faid Book. 

I fliall how endeavour to find out the Time when this very ancient 

M. was ftamp'd, and I guefs at it from a Singularity in the Infcription, 

where the imtial Letter the is fquare, with a Line which divides it 

Uef,BranJ.in the Middle, as may be feen in the Engraving: Begems has a M. 

r#i. Ill which he thinks to be of Amintas, the firft King of macedon, becaufe 

^ "*• the O in his Name is fquare, for fuch were ufed in the Names of 

his Cotemporaries, as may be feen in the Figures of Arijlogeton, MiU 

tiades and Heraclitus: He owns it is ufed by fome after that Time,

on Coins : The Ufe I would make of the Quotation is this : A fquare 
O is indeed to be feen, but never a fquare 0, like this on my M. 
However they were both of the fame 8hape, and at the fame time : 
In Bellorus his Book of lilufbrious Men, ttie Head of Arijioj^hanes 
has a fquare <;, and alfo feveral others: Begems fays it was ufed in 
the Thne of MUtiades^ Cotemporary with Amyntas : Now it was but 
a ihort time after Mtltiades had obtained the Viftory at Marathon^ 
that the Athenians built a Temple in Honour of The feus ; and Tau-- 
Janias fays it was prefently after Cyman the Son of Mtltiades found 
the Body of Thefeus^ &c. It's very probable that they ftamp'd Me* 
dais then with his Effigies, and the fquare induces me to beheve that 
this M. was coined at that Time.

I once imagined the firft of thefe M's might bear the Head of Marsy 
but having thought better of it, I rather believe it muft be Thefeus ; 
becaufe I do not remember to have ever read that a Bull was facrifi- 
ced to Mars\ But, on the contrary, I find in Tlutarch^ that a mon- x^^/xhc- 
Ibous, very large and fierce Bull did much Mifchief in the Territo- ftus. 
ries of Atnens towards Marathon^ till Thefeus went out to encounter 
him. This Bull he fought, overcame, and brought alive to Athens^ 
where he offered him in Sacrifice to the Delphian Apollo : The Re- 
Presentation on my M. perfeftly agrees with this Story : The Hero's 
lead is on one fide of it, and the Bull's Skull on the A, adom'd with , 
ef tons of Laurel, to denote its being facrificed to Apollo. 
Nothing need be faid of the fecond M. fave that it denotes a Sacri- 
4ce to mtnerva. 

XLn. The Buil of Thefeus in a Helmet ; the X has a Table with 
he Head of Minerva upon it ; before his Face you have an Owl, and 
behind her an Olive Crown : Under the Table may be feen an -^^«^A^- 
«,orVafe, with two Handles, and thefe Letters, A0HNAmN. Some 
-retters there feem to have been at the Bottom, but they are not 
-egible. 

XLm. A beardlefs Head in a Helmet, perhaps Minerva^: The X 
is the laft, only the Head is turh'd the contrary way, neither is there 
inyVafe under the Table. It has thefe Letters, A H N Ai. 

Thefe very fine and moll fmgular Medals undoubtedly commemorate 
iie Inftitution and Celebration of the Tanathenaan Feftival, which the A^ 

tbenians 
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^^^fi9. thtnians were very fond of. We read that this Peftival was inftituted 
foo^'m ^y EriBhonius IV King of jhhensy or by Orpheus^ caird A9cra/^, and 
z.;?/ ' was afterwards reviv'd with many Improvements by Thefeusy after he 
had united all the Athenians into one City, and he call'd it noLva^hcLia^ 
and diftinguifli^d the fame into the gi-eater and leflTer. I refer the Rea- 
der to Meurfiusy who has wrote a Book upon this Subjeft, w&erein 
you have all the Particulars of this Feaft, the greateft of which was 
call'dM^faAa navct8waj«, which they celebrated every fifth Year, and 
the other Mi;^?^? \\<t\a^iv<t\:y celebrated every three Years, and fome 
fay annually. The Conqueror in each of thefe Games was rewarded 
lui i*. with a Velfel of Oil, as aforefaid, and with a Crown of the Olive- 
trees which grew in the Academy, and were <:onfecrated to Minerva. 
What has been faid is fufficient for the Explanation of the firfl M. 
The Head of The feus fuits it very well, jfor tho' he was not the Foun- 
der of this Feflival, he at leaft improved and revived it, whereas be- 
fore it had been neelefted. Minerva^ Head ihews it was celebrated 
honour of that Goddefs ; and the Olive-Crown denotes the Reward of 
the Conqueror, as alfo the Veflel of Oil under the Table, if it be not 
tg be taken for a Symbol of thofe Games, The fecond M. figniiies 
the fame thing, tho* lefs expreffive than the other. 
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A Woman's Head with a Diadem : The X an Amj^hora up- 
right, with a Club, wid thefe Letters, A E. 

The Club on the X makes me believe the Head is either that of 
Omfhak^ which relates to Hercules^ or Thadra the Wife of The^ 
feus. Omfhak is commonly r^refented in a Lyon*s Skin ; but this 
being adorn'd with a Royal Diadem, makes me believe it to be 
Tb^dra. And I was the more confirmed in my Opinion after I had 
fag.ifi. compared this Head with a Cut in C«»/«/, which has thefe Letters, 
* El APi^, the Head whereof is altogether like this. The Club and 
the Vafe incline me to infer that the Atbeniam had Games in honour 
x)f Thejiusy as they had indeed, the fame being call'd E s E I A. 

Thefiusy after tne Death of AntioPe^ marry'd Thiedra., celebrated 
for the Love flie had fw HiPolitus her Husband^s Son by Hi^otita 
Queen of the Amazons. Tiiis Fable is fo very weU known that I 
need fay no more of it. .

The Tripod and the Thunderbolt feem to denote a Sacrifice to Ju- 
piter : The Head, which is fmall, may be that of the great Teric/e/, 
Qrnam'd O^mpius: The Thunderbolt may be a Symbol of that Title 
riven him by the Athenians \ but it's in vain to raife Conjedures a- 
bout a thing fo uncertain.

I am indeed more inclined to be- 
ieve ' : the Head of Af^afia than of Minerva for feveral Reafons : 
Firit, if you well obferve the Phyfiognomy, it will appear to be ra- 
rber a Portrait thkn an imaginary Head ; and beiides, there is a Head 
:n Canini taken from a Gem, which is very like this we fpeak of, cw.N.pi: 
iv^herein we have thefe Letters, /^ C n A c ^ i . It's true, you can fee 
no nrore upon the Helmet of the M.. \vhich is very fmaU, than one 
^reft and a ^adriguy there being no more Room for any thing elfe. 




Nwn's Head, which T take to be that of Pericles. Tint arch in his 
Life fays that he was a handlom Perfon, but that his lica J Avas dif- 
proportionable and long ; and therefore all his Siatues v\ crc made with 
a I-lelnaet on his Head to hide this Deformity, and the Poets when 
they had a IVlind to abufe him call'd him Xno)cifxA:y. This Paflage a- 

grees^ 
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grees well enough with the helmeted'Head which I take to be Ten- 
cles. He is likewife defcrib'd to be of a melancholy Temper, and 
that he never laugh'd ; and here he has a very fevere Countenance, 
the Workmanfhip of which, as alfo that of AJfafioy feems to have 
been by the fame Hand; the X being the fame in both, creates alfo a 
ProbabiUty that one of the Heads is that of Tericles. It may be fur- 
ther obfer^'ed that thefe two M's are better defign'd than all the reft; 
more efpecially Tericles^ who was the greateft Promoter of Arts of any 
whatever among the Athenians^ witnefs the famous Temple of iJ//- 
' nerva and other Buildings erefted by him ; and in this Time lived Tbi- 
dias and other excellent Statuaries. No Body hitherto," that I know

f%. ' Countryman, who quotes Julius ToUuxy and fays that the Til^ioXm 
r>d. tM. had Jupfer's Head on one Side, which I fuppofe he miflakes for Mi- 
/^■'■*^' nerva, and two Owls on the other, becaufe it was a double J'Mtf/SoAor. 
If this be true, it muft be underftood only of Silver Coin, for it can 
by no means be fo in refped of 4 Brafs one. Thofe of which I fpeak 
are the two heavieft among them, being each of them a Drachma or 
6 Oboli ; and the li^hteft, which is the 50th, weighs no more than a 
*D'tobolus or X4 Grains ; and therefore we muft feek for another Mean- 
ing. Tlutarch tells us that a Ram's Head with one Horn was brought 
to Tericles by one of his Farmers when he was at his Country-Seat ; 
and that Lam^on the Diviner, feeing that the Horn was ftrong and 
firm in the Middle of the Ram's Forehead, foretold, that whereas the 
City of Athens was divided into two Factions, headed by 7hucidides 
and "Pericles, the fole Government of both would devolve upon and 
come to be united in that Perfon in whofe Grounds the Ram was 
bred : And fo afterwards it came to pafs, when Tericles overthrew 
Thucidides's Fadion, by which Means he remov'd Difcord, fettled Peace 
in the City, kept Ucentious Pecmle in Order, and eibbliihed a good 
Government, wnich he maintain d till his Death. Now I think the 
Owl the known Symbol of Athens, being doubled on this X, 
may very well fignify the faid two Fadions, into which the City was 
divided, reconcil'd and govern'd by 'Pericles, whofe Head on the o- 
ther Side the Athenians placed with good Reafon, as a veiy proper 
Acknowledgment for the Benefit they enjoy'd by this Umon, pro- 
cuied by his Vigour and Wifdom ; and I am of Opinion all thefe M's 
might have been ftruck upon fuch an Occafion, and to pleafe him the 
more, they might put his Wife's, whom he loved fo much, upoii one 
M. yo. of them. All this feen^ yet to be better reprefented by another M. 
which has on one Side Minerva*^ Head, and the X the Bodies of 
two Owls joined by one Head ; ftiewing that Tericles by his Prudencej 
and under the Influence of Minerva, united thofe two powerful Fadi- 
ons under one Head. 
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, W^^ihaU.!^ the:ne?t Place come to enquire, whether it piay not be 
probable they might be coinM in the Life^time of TericUs and -«4J^*- 
j!a, or foon after their Deaths.

At^en^^ were very jealous of their 
great Men, and the OftraciTm praftis'd by thefe laft nam'd is a clear 
firoof of. jit, and fo it feems not credible that they ihould in theii- Life- 
time put their Hiea4s upon their Coin, this being one IViirk of So- 
vereignty : Yet that could be no Objedion to A]^afid% being f epre- 
fented upon tbpr Mpney} there ^eyer having been a female (governor 
of. Athene . BefiJdesi .ttie puttinjg of the Head with the Name ah4. Title 
pf the; Perfon- upon the Money was the Sien of Sovereignty, which 
was not 4pne ](n this Cafe, and fo feems to be a Compliment without 
Ds^igpr ; ^d it was as ufual among the Greeks to dignify the Adions 
of* great M^n with M's, as; it^ was for , th^e Romans to ereft their Sta- 
tues, and fo much die m9rp,^wtien the Perfon they thus honour'4 
gave no Umbrage of his IfttentMMis ^to aflum^ the Sovereignty. The 
Atbeniatts had the greateu. Otilie^tioiis imaginable to 'Pericles', for, 
according to ?/»^<src'sr, he won ;tnem iiine Battels, for which theyfet 
up fo many Trophies : He much increafed their Wealth, and greatly 
adonM their City,' and gave iufficient Proofs that pheir Country had

Prielts were thofe that form'd the Chorus, and the Ceremonies were 
performed by thenj? till Thejpis introduced the Epifodes, and brought 
an Aftor on the Stage, tSc. The Theatres were confecrated to Bac^ 
chus \ and hence the Tragick Poets came to be crown'd with Ivy, and 
efpecially Thejpis, who was the firfl whom the Athenians fuppos'd to 
Lave compofed Tragedies, in Honour oi Bacchus. 

As for the Heads on the other fide of thefe M's, if they zx^Jupi--

AKt. Jui. of whom Jofefhus thus ^eaks, Movit in maritima hca^ Rajfhiam CS 
i 13. (. 16. jfithedonem, quam foftea Rex Herodes Agri^iadem mminavit ; nam 
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is ifjum vi ^ armis c£fit ; and in another Place, fpeaking of the Build- 
ings of Herody he fays, Rejl^uravit (S jintbedonem iftmaritimisy bellis 
njajtatam^ enm^ue jigriffeum mminari Juffit. The Workmanfhip of 
this M. fliews It to have belonged to jigrip^iades in Judaoy and the 
Prow of the Ship confirms it to be a maritime City ; whereas that of 
Bythinia muft be inland, the Provinces which Tliny places near it being 
To. This City was rebuilt, as has been faid, by Herody and was fo 
called to honour the Memory of his great Friend Marcus AgrippUj 
whofe Name he alfo caufed to be put upon the Gate of the Temple 
which he built, as Jojefhus affirms : And the fame Author alfo adds, J?*^^ >'• 
that Herod chiefly valued himfelf, that Augujius loved him above any *^* ' *"' ' ^' 
'other next to AgripfOy and that Agr^ppa lov'd no Body mote than 
him, except Augujius. Hence I argue, that the Head veil'd with a Mi- 
tre may be that of Livia the Wife of Auguftusy to whom Herod had 
erefted feveral Temples ; the fame being alfo like, fo far as the Im- 
perfeftion of the Workmanihjp will allow, to thofe M's of hers under 
which we find the Words juftittay Salus^ Tietas^ tSc. But why 
may not we rather fuppofe this M.to bear the Head of Julia the 
Daughter of Auguftus^ and M. Agrippa's Wife ? Now Herod having 
rebuilt this City, and called it according to her Husband's Name, may 
it not perhaps be probable that Herod fhould adorn his Coin with his 
Wife's Head? In 10 doing he muft without Doubt complement Augu-- 
fusznd A^rippaj whom he loved fo much. But the Whole is fub- 
mitted to the Judgment of the Reader.

I Shall finiih tHis Volume with fome iew Imperial M's wliich have 
not yet been engraven, that I may gjve a Specimen of th^ refer* 
ving the reft in greater Numbers for die foflowing Volumes. It 
will be more to the Purpofe for the prefent to produce the Effigies of 
fome Emperors taken firom the M's that are moft like to them, accor- ^ 
^^ing to my Promife in the Prefece. I hope this fmall CoUeftion wil 
not DC dilaigreeaWe to the learned Reader, becaufe it contains fome of 
the moft confiderable Coins, and among others a SiUfuim AntMtnus^ 
Enmeror, who lived in the Reign of Valeria$t^ a Perfon not known 
to Antiquaries, and as I may fay to I^llorians. 

I. J«/i«xGf/ir's Head, with thislnfcription, CART El A: The X L.W^ 
^eftuue flanding^ holdinjg a Trident, and treading with his Left

Carteia is a maritime City of S/am in the Province of Betiem, tro. 
on the Streights cafl'd now Gibraltar. It was founded by Hercules^ 
mnd for that Reafon was calTd Heraclea or Melicartejia^ becaufe Htr^ 
^ules bore the Name of Helkarthiu or MeUcertba, according to Bo- Gttg.fss: 
4:bart: It was call'd Cetrariot a Cetratis Cokwtihtu. Here C*Jkr was ^ ^s?. 
the fourth time he held the Diftatorih^, after the Viftory «t Cardova^ 
-wherein, he routed Sttetiu Totnfeius. The fame Oe/ir made this a orims & 
Colony, and free of Jiom$t and to be govern'd by the R»mau Laws, ^"^ ^'i^ 
^& it plaiiily appears by the following M, aftd hence k "^t\AtAi^uftus^'^^'' 
lifter wards gav9 it the Name of Juiia Tradtt&a when fee rcpeoafed it, 
s& will be toewn by and by.

Outtuf^ and ufed by Sailors to found the Bottom of the Water, and 
they alC(> made ufe of it inftead of an Oar, to fliove their fmaU Vef- 
-fels with ; and firom hence "we may infer, that there was in one part 
of the Port of Cartya no m ore Water than w«uld receive fewtt 
VeiTds.

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The Helm on the X fhews that the faid Port was in another Part of 
it capable to receive large Ships> which upon the whole made it ve- 
. ry commodious.

I have feen another M. of Carte/a in the Hands of Sigaor Benedet- 
fi; which is alfo to be found in AFofiini; you have on the one fide 
dbele's Head tower'd, with thefe Letters, CARTEIA^ and on the 
X a Neftuney with a Dolphin and Trident, with his Foot on the Prow 
of a Ship, as in the laft: But this has only the two Letters ©.2>. up- 
on it. 

It's to beobferved, that Cibele tow tfdy was wont to be placed only 
on the ancient Coins of capital Cities ; and this induces me to believe 
that Carteja was the chief City of the Sfanijh Bait tea: A Thing I do 
not meet with in Geographers and Hiftorians, which are very obfcure 
and intricate when they Ipeak of this City, which they have no fooner 
nam'd but they leave it, tho' it defelres a longer Diflertatipn. 

ff^ S in. JuJ^iter^s Head crown'd with Laurel: The X a Dolphin, with 
thefe Letters, ^E'DE CAL CAR TE I A. It is w. p. and indif- 
ferently done. Jvlr. Wren has another like it. 

I do here infert this moft rare M. becaufe it belongs \to the faid 
City, and has Relation to Julius Cafar and Auguftusy afs you will fee 
preiently. 

The Letters ^5PiS2)^e-^/. CART EI A. are to be thus read, 
^intio Tede Coionia Augufta Julia Carteja. Let it not be thought 
trange that Augujius% Name is before that of Julius ; for it is fome- 
scc ^4/7/. m times to be met with fo, as in a M. of Vejpajian^ Coionia Augufta^ Julia 
coim, ThiliPpenJiSy &c. Strabo {r{S that this Colony was alfo call'd Jo:^a^ 
^''^^' which, according to ^<7r^^rf,'fignifiesZr^i/«fi?^, andiffo, C.A.L may 
be read Coionia Augufta Joza : But as this is a barbarous Word, I can- 
not think they woiSd make ufe of it on fuch an Occafion. 

Where we meet with Jupter's M^zd. crown'd with Laurel on the 
Coin of a Roman Colony, we muft underftand it to be Juj^iter Qafi- 
tsolmus\ We have already fpoken of the X. 

There are feveral Realons for the Publication of this M. Firft, it 
has never been done before ; and there being no Points upon it, it's 
very difticutt to- read it ; befides which, it gives us the Knowledge of 
an illufbious Perfonage of the Roman Teaian Family, hitherto un- 
known, who has publiih'd theproper Sirnameof the Fotmder of his Race. 
by thisM.. He has at the fame timeremoved the Uncertainty we were in 

abouc: 
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aboutihat Simame publifli'd by Vaillant^ and ihew*d it to be derived of ^^^^i, i 
Tedcj and not Tedum^ a Shepherd's Crook : By the M. we may conje- ^T'^]^^' 
dure that the Founder of that Family might be call'd ^intius "^ede^ or * *' ' 
Tes\ becaufe he might perhaps be the firft that introduced theMeafure 
of the Roman Foot ; and it helps us alfo to diitinguifh between this §^in^ 
tius Tede Governor of the Colony of Cartejoj and ^ Tedo^ Julius 
Cafar's Nephew, who was his Lieutenant in Spain againft Tompeys

This Tower is reckoned to be the Firft of the 
Seven Wonders of the World bv Epphanius Hagiopolitay who fays it 
5« r^iNiufi was 1836 Roman Feet high: Ejt autem coagmentata vitro ^Plumao in 
m stef. altitudinem trecentum fex ulnarum^ five orgy arum. Vojfius looks on it 
voff ia to be a ridiculous Opinion, that it fhould be fupported by four Crabs of 
Mda. p. Gkfs : Our M. fhews it was a fquare Building, and adorn'd with Five 
27^1. Edit. Statues, which were probably made of Brafs ; the'lefler ones on each of 
W4'^«- the four Angles ferv'd for Lights to Sea-faring Men: This was erefted 
7h!^^cS" ^y ^t^^^y Philadelphusj Kmg of Egypt y which, by a large Bridge^ 
^7&T^nts had Communication with the City of Alexandria ; and he employed 
thiBuMni.^f^ moftfamousArchiteft of Gr^'^f^, and his Confident, inthisWork^

But to return to our M. I fay as to the Colojfus^ in the Form of 
a Woman, that ftands in the Middle oh the Top of the Tower j that 
tho' it feems uncertain whether it be a tutelar Deity of the Egyptians^ 
of the IPj&^w, or of Sailors; yet by the Words T>ijs fervatoribus^ we 
L may underlhnd any one of them; but thofe adjoining, /r^ navigan^i^

Ant, 
Cereris Caberia templum fiiity ficuti Cabirorum quoque^ venerationis ^*^^ *^ ''• 
mult^ in locis illis; and therefore it would be very proper ihe ihould ^*" 
be placed here, where there was fo frequent and inch a confiderable 
Trade for Com, of which fee was the inventrefs, and with which E- 
gyft chiefly abounded,, from whence feveral Countries were fupply'd 
^th iti fseither is the Diftin6tion of Torches wanting, with which 
(he went in fearch of Troferpinay while you fee on each Side of the 
^owex two Lanthoras fupported by uniform Statues, which without 
doubt were placed there for Cafior and ToUux^ who were alfo reck- 
oned among the Cabiri and Favourers of Sea-faring Men. But if any 
contend that the Statue in the Middle reprefents ^roferplna^ I a^e 
widx them, for flie is alfo found to be of the Number of the Cabiri ; 
and if fo be we ihould own her for Luna^ ihe might very juflly have a 
Place here to give Light with Torches, and we may fay with Statins^

. Every Body acknowledges that the Figure which direfts the Sail to- 
wards tne Thare^ and holds a Siftrum in her Right Hand^ is i/&, which 
ieems to depart from Telufiunij of which ihe was the Foundrefs accor- 
ding to Bocharty and to come to this liland, and ihe had the Name of 
Tharia from her Temple here, and thus we iind her call'd /«y / J f.

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abouts. But how can we confent to make ufe of the Name of C>/S> 
rea Libant, when the Spring head of the Gordiau and Mount TantMr 
adjoyn to the faid Cajarea, which are diftant enough jfrom Libanusy 
Antilibanus lying between them ? We are therefore obliged to fay that, 
there muft be another Cajarea in Libanus ; but what ? Geographers are 
hlent about it ; but the M. cannot lye. Let us theg examine into the 
Probability of it, and we Ihall undoubtedly meet with a Cafarea in 
LibattuSi tho' Authors make no direft Mention of it. 

There was a City call'd Area in inland Thenicioy fituate, according 
to JViUiam of Tyre,, at the Foot of Mount Libanusr which was found- 
ed by Arcus the Son of Canaan^ as Ifidorus witnefleth, and lay be- 
tween Antander and Tripoli, 3x Miles diilant from the firft, and \% 
from the other, conformable to the Itinerary of Antonimu. Lamfri- 
ttimoi. lit. 4ius fays Alexander Severus was bom in this City, wherein thi&re was 
' f «;>• ' a very famous Temple dedicated to Alexander me Great ; and Aure- 
Hub. c. f. lius Victor fpeaking of the fame Emperor, ihews us very plainly that 
the faid City of Area was the Cafarea oi Libanus which we are fearch- 
ing for, in thefe Words, Aurelio Alexandro, Syria orto [urbe'] cut 
duflexy Cafarea t&,Arcay nomenefi. 

The People of Area had therefore a great deal of Reafon to conti- 
nue the ancient Epoch of the Kings of Syria, becaufe they had fuch a; 
femous Temple here dedicated to Alexander of Macedon, from 
whence the laid Kings deduced their Origin ; and I am of Opinion it- 
had the Name of Cafarea from JuUus Cafar, when be paifed from: 
Alexandria into Syria, and from thence into Tcntus, as we are in— 
form'd by Suetonius, and was, perhaps kind to it, becaufe he boaile<^ 
of his Extradion from Venur, which Goddefs was genially wor{hip'<^ 
in the Countries round about Mount Libauus; from whence die hand- 
fome Women of Heliopolir Oime to. becaird Libauotides, according^ 
». j8ii to Boeharty who will aUb have it that Venus Arcitides was thus deno- 
minated from the faid City of Arcar. I do here only offer my Conje— 
fture, and know very well, that the only M. of this City hitherto known,

tiie French King, on which there is a Viftory holding the Laurel, and 
X. A. Anno prima ; and the other to the Grand Duke of Tu/canyy that 
bears a Ship and a Sail with the fame Epoch: But ours are much more 
cpnfpicuous, not only for being of fine Brafs, but much better per- 
form'd, the fame having been ftruck in Mytilene the Capitol of hes^ 
bos i as alfo becaufe we fee on the X the Emperor on Horfe-back, 
whofe Phyfiognomy can be very well diilinguifli'd, efpecially on that

I nave been a kw^ time in fufpence before I could refolve to fay any 
thing concerning this Symbol : The Colt, which is in the Bofom of 
this Eqneftrian Hgure, renders the Explanation of the reft fo difficult, 
that I am as it were pent up, and upon the Point of leaving it entirely 
to the Skill of the Learned : But having read the Hiftory of the faid 
£mperor in Tomponius Latusy who is more full of it than any other 
Author, I have determined to make the following Obfervations. 

This being a Medallion, and having about the Head a great many 
"Titles, tho' not that of Augufius^ which Pectus obtain'd afterwards of 
the Senate, .when he came to Rome, it makes me believe, that it was 
finickasfoon as the News came to Somas of the Eledion of this modeft 
Emperor, in order to compliment him upon an Aftion worthy of the grea- 
teil Commendations, and not praftifed oy any before him, when he was, 
contrary to his own Inclination, proclaim'd with Threats by the Army

It's difficult to believe what all Authors, except one, have afHrm'd 
of ^mtillus^ that he reign'd only 17 Days, or at moft but twenty : 
Tliere are forty different X's to be found on his M's, and unongft o- 
thers, the Fidelity of the Soldiery., the Concord of the Army, Liber aU- 
ty, 'Peacei &c. How could he deferve fuch Symbols, fince he could 
not occaiion one of them in fo fhort a time ? And what amazes me moft 
is, to find him deified, which certainly gives us to underlbnd that 
that is not true, which fome have wrote that he cut open his Veins 
that he might not fall into the Hands of Aurelian his bitter Enemy ; 
for if it had been fo, the Senate would not have done it, for fear of 
diipleafing the new Emperor : In like manner I cannot believe he was 
flam by the Soldiery, oecaufe the Glorious Memory of his Brother 
Claudius was too fi'efh among them: What then can we think of the 
Life of this Prince ? Can the declaring of War, gaining a Viftory, 




amidft fo many Difafters, and being in hafte, to let the People know 
he was Emperor, and to pay the Soldiers, made ufe of the X's of Ctau- 
dius ; this put me upon examining above forty M's of ^iutillus, to-
